Four Compulsory Employment Transfer Orders have been 
issued under authority of National Selective Service 
Civilian Regulations. The First required action by 
interested emplovers and employees by May 19th; the 
Second by June 15th; the Third by July 15th; and the 
Fourth by July 24th.
